Accountants are finding 
themselves more and more concerned with tax problems, and 
see the need for training in law and in economics. Many busi- 
nesses recruit their officers from accountii\g firms, and they 
demand, in addition to a thorough training in accounting 
some knowledge of the other aspects of btisiness and world 
affaira. Most people have little chance to get these broader 
viewpoints after they leave the University. It is imperative, 
therefore, that full use be made of the facilities offered at the 
Vniverèity. 

Students are now realizing the truth of the statement 
that there is so much to do and so little time to do it. Plan- 
ning is necessary if waste effort is to be eliminated.

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^Bilctical Courses 

Too many Commerce students have in 
the past and Etill are complaining very 
.vigorously about the lack of practical 
; courses in the School of Commerce at 
1')^:. McGiU. These students entertain the view 
'If;;: that a school of commerce should offer 
1' courses which will be of immediate .usc to 
them as soon as they Icnvo college. They 
believe that a university should teach its 
students in matters which arc specific to 
a particular field and to train them in 
something which can only be successfully 
acquired in the actual business world — a 
rather impractical demand. They tend to 
become too commercial. 
.■ ■ , . Such students, however, fail to realize 
F'that they are. attending a university and 
niot a do\yn-town business college, the only 
pre-requisite of entrance being the know- 
ledge of how to count up to ten and once 
accepted one receives the guarantee that 
all their students graduate with over ninety 
per cent. Moreover such students, and 
there arc quite a few of them, fail to 
realize the full significance of a university 
education; they fail to appreciate the scope 
of learning which a university tries to 
toffer. ' 

Most cour8C8,.at. a.: university are in- 
- • .. t«nded to teach students a certain technique 
of study. They arc offered so that we may 
acquire a certain 'method of opproncli, a 
method which can be used today as well 
as tomorrow, a method which is. preparing 
us now not only for our present problems 
but also for the conditions which will 
iobtain in the future. 

College attempts to teach the analytical 
approach. The courses offered attempt ,to 
pick out the fundamental truths 'aiid tend- 
encijeSi of fotir progress. They try to get at 
basic reasons rather than at obvious facts 
— if more of these fundamental factors 
were considered in making our decisions 
then many of our present problems could 
b^ve been avoided. 

College does not concern itself with' all 
tiie details. ' It may, as students advocating 
practical courses wish, deal with^l^e 
. detail and fact of- present day .phenomena. 
. But is this preparing the student for the 
ij^i^obnditiohs which will exist, ten and twenty 
years from how? No. The university, then, 
is more concerned with the more important 
and basic technique of a broader approach. 

Why, ask the advocates of practical 
courses, do all of the courses offered at 
McGill have to be bothered with a great 
mass of historical introduction?^ .The an- 
swer is that in pndorlto understand the 
future, we. must .know how history has 
^' \.,iDfluopced our present course of- develop- 
L^ent. ;.\y.e: v^^ and understand to 

'l^hàt, extent our commercial, political, and 
'"social thinking is only copied. Wc also 
: wish to learn the relativity of thought and 
action. 

Having said this with particular refer- 
ence to Commerce students does not by 
any means eliminate others who are the 
proud proponents of instituting ' praotibal 
courses. Students, who are in fact supposed 
to 'look 'at the broader aspects of things, 
should realize the purpose- of a university 
training before coming to a university. In 
thus failing to appreciate what the main'

The Président*» Report . 

Gentlemen: 

The annual meeting which^was to be held the day before 
a week ago tomorrow will not. take' place because the Dom- 
inion Ration Board has refu«ed our usual allottment of "re- 
freshments!'. It has been suggested that if every shareholder 
donates a six month supply of ration coupons, wc will be fully 
able to realistically discuss our Liquid Liabilities at our next
